Near Death 


Grateful Government Makes 
Ready To Pay Homage To 
War-Time Troop Commander 
By NED RUSSELL 
United Press Staff Correspondent 

TUCSON, Ariz., IP) —Gen, John J. 
Pershing lingered near death from a 
heart ailment here today, alternately 
lapsing into a deep coma and rallying 
into semi-consciousness while lying 
under an oxygen tent in a peaceful 
little hospital cottage. 

Lieut. Col. Shelly U. Marietta, army 
heart specialist, announced at 9:25 a. 
m. today that there had been no 
change in the condition of Gen. Persh- | 
ing. 

Colonel Marietta made the announce- 
ment on behalf of Dr. Roland Davison, 
the 77-year-old. General’s personal 
physician. Dr. Davidson could not leave 
the world war army commander's bed- 
side to make the announcement per- 
sonally.

Continuing an investgiation secretly 
In progress for the past three weeks, 
law enforcement officials pressed a 
widespread search today for seven men 
wanted in connection with alleged 
high-grading at the rich Black Oak 
mine. at Garden Valley. in which it is 
said the value of loot taken may reach 
$80,000. 

The inquiry was brought to the sur- 
face Friday evening, following a well- 
timed raid upon a residence in Jack- 
son where the officers arrested Antone 
Garcia, 46, and the father of nine 
half-orphaned children, and seized a 
small ore reduction plant and $7,279.95 
in cash and currency. 

Following Garcia's arrest, officers an- 
nounced eleven other men are in tech- 
nical custody under charges of grand 
theft and of those eleven, nine are in
